All this information 
comes from the result 
of our survey which has 
been conducted over the 
past three weeks. 


British migrants who read - 


Soccer News and Soccer 
World but NEVER attend 
local games. 


The migrants in the last 
category admit they see 
touring teams like Ever- 
ton and Chelsea but refuse 
to watch State League 
Soccer because it is too 
“nationalistic”. 


They resent the bad 
language and brawls at 
games and flatly refuse to 
be associated with the 
sport in its present set-up.

Do you think that our officials are doing the 


right thing by Australia’s No. 
Boskovic? 

At the moment Boskovic is being kept ‘on 
ice” to control the Sydney grand final on Sep- 
tember 19, and the semi-finals and the final are 
going to be shared out to other referees. 

The idea of this is to give experience to some of 
the others and prevent the possibility of Boskovic 
getting involved in a dispute with any particular 
club. ‘ 

Roy Pearce is just one of the leading Sydney 
referees who have been forced out of the game 
prematurely in recent years because they have not 
been able to stand up to such Criticism and out- 
bursts from supporters and officials of a_par- 
ticular club competing in the semi-finals and finals. 

This is not meant as an affront to Pearce, be- 
cause he is one of the most conscientious referees 
ever to be in charge of a Soccer match. 

The truth of the matter was that he took his 
refereeing too seriously and began to worry about 
whether he had made a mistake to such an extent 
that his health suffered.

But Boskovic is a_different type and at the 
moment he is getting fed up with being kept on 
the side-lines. 

“T could go stale,” he said recently to a friend. 

Referees are not allowed to make statements 
to the Press but I know for a fact that Boskovic 
is of the opinion that if he is the best referee he 
is entitled to be in-charge of the main matches. 

And I agree with him. 

Rugby League’s top referee Col Pearce — no 
relation to Roy Pearce, although they work to- 
gether—will be in charge of all of his code’s semi- 
finals and finals and this has not prevented him 
from doing a magnificent job to date.

Norm Jones was in charge of the recent semi- 
final between Apia and Yugal, and his display 
could not be compared with the way in which 
Boskovie controls a match. 

He failed to check a lot of “niggling” play and 
on several occasions there was nearly a serious 
flare up. 

The players know that Boskovie will not stand 
any nonsense on the field and for that reason he 
has their respect and confidence and is rarely 
involved in any incidents.

AS usual when teams of an 

ordinary grade are brought 
to Australia, the visit of 
Israeli club Hapoel was a dis- 
appointing affair for specta- 
tors last week.

in the game except in defence. 

This sort of thing could spoil the 
attraction of international matches 
for our long-suffering spectators.

OUTH Melbourne-Hellas has done 
it again — it has won the State 
League championship for the second 
year in a row! And with the tough 
opposition available in the top grade 
nowadays, that’s no mean feat. 

Furthermore, it caps a remarkable 
record. Hellas won the championship 
of the First Division North in 1960 
and made its first appearance in the 
State League in 1961, finishing fifth 
on the ladder. In the four seasons 
since then, Hellas has won the 
pennant three times — in 1962, 1964, 
and 1965. And three out of four is a 
good record in any league.

wer players gave Hellas the 

keys to the championship this 
year? Well, since defence played a big 
part in the club’s success, ‘keeper 
Sam Service and pivot Andre Roussis 
must get first mention. And the No. 1 
link man and schemer, right wing-half 
Johnny Anderson, was a major fac- 
tor in both attack and defence. 

Up front, the main goal-makers 
were the wingers. Right-winger Jim- 
my Pyrgolios is one of the most 
improved players in the State League. 
and 18-year-old left-winger Leo Dam- 
ianakos, already a consistently dan: 
gerous and effective player, has the 
makings of a star. Inside-right Boulis 
Kamboropoulos found form in the 
latter half of the season and also 
helped to “make” goals. 


Main goal-scorers were Ernie Ack- 
erley. and Mickey Mandalis — before 
Mickey tragically broke a leg. But 
the scorers can’t score goals without 

— the goal-makers. That’s why: the big- 
gest palms go to Jimmy, Leo, Boulis, 
and Johnny Anderson.
